Because the collection for the Seminary at Westminster is a new 
collection offered to our Conference, we wish to call special at- 
tention to this. Our people should patronize our own colleges: 
Western Maryland, Adrian, Kansas City University and Westmin- 
ster, Tex. 

The Theological Seminary at Westminster, Maryland, has> passed 
through a successful year, and has now the largest number of 
students enrolled in the history of the institution. 

We report that this is the only educational institution in the 
Church engaged in the distinctive work of training young men for 
the ministry, that it has the endorsement of our General Confer- 
ence, and that its sixty-seven graduates are preaching in the lead- 
ing pulpits of our various Conferences, filling professors’ chairs in 
our Denominational colleges, and filling the presidency of one of our 
theological schools. 

In view of the need of higher education of the young men en- 
tering our ranks, in view of the fact that the seminary belongs to 
the Georgia Conference, as well as to the other Conferences, in view 
of the liberal offers of financial aid to young men who enter from 
the Georgia District and in view of the General Conference recom- 
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mendation, through the board of governors. We recommend that 
an assessment of ten cents per member be made upon the Georgia 
Conference, We also recommend that special prayer be made in 
all our churches, that God may call more men into the ministerial 
field.

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BY-L^WS. 

Georgia District — Synoptical. 

1. No layman shall sit as a member of the annual conference until regu- 
larly enrolled, or until he has given satisfactory evidence of his eiection. 
Where alternates are elected, the certificates of the quarterly conference 
shall so express it. 

2. Lay delegates to the annual conference shall be elected by the consti- 
tutional voters in the circuits and stations as follows : (a) Pastors shall 

notify churches at first appointment after second quarterly conference that, 
at next appointment, the eiection of delegates to annual conference will 
take place in each church. (b) Pastor and class-leaders shall superintend 
election, but in case of absence of one or both the church shall appoint 
some person or persons to superintend election by receiving the tickets of 
all the voters. Such person shall then count, seal and transmit a full list 
of names of votes, and number of votes given to each person voted for, by some 
one appointed by the church to the next quarterly conference. Thes^returns 
shall be opened in conference, counted by the chairman and ^retary, 
assisted by two laymen. The person or persons having the highest number 
of votes shall be declared duly elected, and furnished with certificates 
accordingly. 

In case of a tie, the members of quarterly conference shall decide election 
by a majority of votes 

(c) Eligibility to vote for trustees, only members of twenty-one years of 
age. For all other officers, all members. 

To hold office, trustees, men twenty-one years of age, women sole femme. 
Delegates to annual conference, men twenty-one years of age. 

Class leaders and church stewards, all members twenty-one years- old. 
Sabbath School Superintendents, all members sixteen years old. ~ 

(d) Each pastor shall forward certificate of election of lay delegates to 
secretary of anunal conference, w'ho shall make from same, roll of lay 
members. 

3. The conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate unless he 
expresses himself willing to labor in that capacity. 

4. Each pastor shall urge upon all members the necessity of studying ouf 
discipline and reading the church official organs. 

5. No preacher or minister shall be elected to elder’s orders who dissents 
from any of the fundamental doctrines or ordinances of our church as set 
forth in our articles of religion, or w’ho has not strictly complied with the 
discipline. 

6. When practicable the ordination cf our ministers shall take place on 
Sabbath, during the session of conference. 

7. The second article of the constitution, and the last clause of the first 
section of the detail discipline, shall be understood to apply to seekers 
of religion only, and each church may admit to full membership persons 
applying on profession of their faith in Christ and knowledge of their 
sins forgiven. 

8. The president shall have no power, during the recess of conference, 
to appoint any minister or preacher to a circuit or station without con- 
sulting said circuit or station or its autnorities. 

9. A quorum shall be a majority of all votes of all members present. 

10. The secretary shall furnish to each minister in the district the fol- 
lowing blanks, three months before the assembling of the annual conference : 
On statistics, on Finances, on Official Character. 

11. Each minister shall fill above blanks and statistics and present the 
same as his report, the committee on official character. 

12. At the assembling of the annual conference, the president shall ap- 
point a committee of five, styled the committee on official character, to 
whom shall be submitted that part of the j)astor’s report, concerning dis- 
charge of pastoral duties, and this committee, as soon as possible, render 
its report to the conference. 

13. In the case of death of our ministers, committee on pubic ser- 
vices, at succeeding annual conference, shall appoint an houjL during the 
that session for memorial services. 

14. It shall be the duty of the board of stewards to organize immediately 
after elected, and organize by electing a chairman, secretary and treasurer ; 
to solicit, receive and expend all funds coming regularly into their hands, 
and to keep a full, complete and accurate register of all their proceedings, 
receipts and expenditures.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

To the Seventy-fith Annual Conference of the Georgia District 
Methodist Protestant Church: 

Dear Brethren: 

Again through the mercy and goodness of God we are permitted 
to meet in annual Conference. We are here to rejoice together in 
every success that may have attended our several labors, to sym- 
pathize, each with the other, in every sorrow that may have fallen 
to our lot, and to plan together for a more aggressive and a 
more consecrated service in the year that lies out before us. May 
the direction and presence of the Holy Spirit be ours throughout 
the entire sitting of this body.

Harmony Mission was again by 
oversight left without a pastor, but Rev. T. J. Whitehead ac- 
cepted the relation of pastor and rendered good service. 

My travels in the District have been very limited, by reason of 
lack of time to be away from my own charge. 

On the 30th of August I received the Transfer of Rev. John D. 
Keith from the Alabama Conference and the same is herewith 
submitted for your action. 

On the 4th of November upon the request of the brother, I 
forwarded the transfer of Rev. T. J. Lyle who desires to enter the 
Florida Conference. 

Now Brethren, once more hear my pleadings for such a grouping 
of the churches into circuits as will guarantee supports for faithful 
pastors, and for the constituting of a home mission field of the 
weak, and widely separated churches that cannot sustain a pastor 
in themselves. We must do this or continue to lose members in 
some parts of our district. 

We are in need of a larger itinerant force in our ministry, and 
I am persuaded that prayer for laborers to be sent into the Lord’s
